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Soft  Seats,  a Little  Sleep  . . .

Dear  Editor: 

I attend  assemblies  too  rarely  to  generalize  about  their  good 
and  bad  qualities,  but  two  specific  criticisms  come  to  mind  when  I 
remember  the  two  assemblies  I attended  this  week. 

My  criticism  of  the  Tuesday  assembly  (a  piano  recital)  is  di- 
rected at  the  audience,  most  of  whom  apparently  entered  the  audi- 
torium expecting  a sermon.  Upon  discovering  that  the  program 
consisted  of  something  entirely  foreign  to  their  interests,  some 
quickly  departed;  but  the  majority  remained,  doubtless  because 
(1)  getting  out  of  the  Joseph  Smith  auditorium  after  the  ushers 
have  broken  the  fire  laws  and  locked  the  doors  is  a difficult  maneu- 
ver, and  (2)  there  is  no  other  quiet,  comfortable  place  to  go. 

As  the  recital  began,  there  was  a general  rustle  of  page-turning 
as  the  audience  settled  down  to  an  hour  of  reading  and  study,  and 
I observed  a girl  in  one  of  the  overstuffed  chairs  at  the  back  of  the 
hall  curl  up  and  drop  peacefully  off  to  sleep. 

This  kind  of  listener,  or  semi-listener,  is  admirably  typified  by 
the  girl  sitting  directly  in  front  of  me  during  Mr.  Fuerstner’s  recital. 
She  read  TIME  magazine  throughout,  occasionally  lifting  her  head 
to  listen  consciously  to  a particularly  interesting  passage,  and  being 
careful  at  all  time  to  turn  pages  quietly  so  as  not  to  disturb  listeners 
or  rather  readers,  seated  near  her. 

My  complaint  is  lodged  rather  against  the  bull-in-a-china- 
shop  kind  of  reader  typified  by  the  girl  sitting  directly  behind 
me.  It  was  obvious  that  she  had  not  even  a subconscious  interest 
in  the  proceedings  onstage,  and  that  she  remained  in  the  audi- 
torium only  because  BYU  offers  soft  chairs  nowhere  else. 

Apparently  she  was  reviewing  a set  of  notes  for  some  class; 
she  began  at  the  front  of  an  extremely  thick  loose-leaf  notebook 
and  leafed  through  it  to  the  end,  consuming  in  time  about  two- 
thirds  of  Mr.  Fuerstner’s  program. 

^ her  technique,  unlike  that  of  the  unobtrusive  girl  reading 
TIME,  was  to  turn  pages  rapidly  and  noisily,  flipping  each  one  with 
an  audible  “rrr-rip!”  as  if  she  harbored  some  strong  resentment 
toward  her  instructor. 

The  customary  remedy  for  audience  noise  in  a concert  hall  is 
to  turn  and  fix  the  offender  with  a haughty  stare  for  approximately 
two  seconds.  I have  found  this  method  effective  against  Whispering, 
program-rustling,  and  scratching;  two  stares  are  sometimes  neces- 
sary in  stubborn  cases  of  cellophone-rattling  or  snoring. 

But  never  have  I met  the  complete  failure  I experienced  Tues- 
day, when  two  long  frigid  stares  only  caused  the  page-turner  to  turn 
more  rapidly  and  more  noisily,  as  if  to  mock  my  effort  to  change 
the  local  mores.  The  paper  obbligato  continued  until  the  applause 
at  the  end  of  Mr.  Fuerstner’s  program,  after  which,  just  as  he  struck 
the  first  chords  of  an  encore,  my  little  friend  suddenly  rose  with 
perfect  timing  and  walked  down  the  aisle  and  out  of  the  hall  her 
heels  clicking  merrily. 

May  I suggest  moving  future  music  recitals  into  Room 
260-S?  It  offers  a small  piano  and  more  than  enough  seats 
to  take  care  of  the  50  or  60  music  lovers  on  our  campus.  That 
would  leave  the  auditorium  with  its  soft  seats  available  for 
study,  sleep,  and  courtship.  And  if  some  entertainment  onstage 
is  needed  to  bring  the  students  into  the  auditorium,  I suggest 
having  someone— a Val  Hyric,  say— read  comic  books  over  the 
public  address  system. 

This  somewhat  sneering  reference  to  the  Val  Hyrics  brings 
to  my  second  complaint,  a^more  serious  one.  The  Val  Hyric  skit 
in  last  Thursday's  assembly  contained  the.  most  vicious  anti-Semitism 
I’ve  ever  seen  in  public.  To  civilized  people,  crude  physical  and  ver- 
bal parodies  of  Jewish  types,  even  whn  perpetrated  in  fun,  are  direct 
manifestations  of  the  pig-headed  anti-Semitism  which  in  our  time  has 
led  to  such  humorous  things  as  Buchenwald.  Even  the  KB  YU  an- 
nouncer describing  the  assembly  fell  in  with  the  idea,  and  to  his 
radio  audience  made  a chuckling  reference  to  “the  Jewish  proprie- 
tor.” Small  incidents  like  this  add  up  to  national  attitudes,  and 
that’s  when  they  lose  their  humor. 

I realize  that  this  sort  of  anti-Semitism  is  completely  impersonal, 
the  childish  comedy  of  youngsters  too  provincial  to  know  anything 
about  the  problem  of  the  Jew  in  our  society.  We  can  write  it  off 
to  ignorance  rather  than  malice.  But  those  “comedians”  whose 
minds  are  still  back  in  the  19th  Century  should  be  informed  that 
heavy-handed  humor  based  on  exaggerated  racial  traits  is  in  very 
poor  taste  these  days.

Negroes  Admitted, 
Get  Equality 
At  Missouri  U. 

Columbia,  Mo.,  (I.p.y — The 
University  of  Missouri  recently 
announced  that  the  Board  of  Cu- 
rators has  established  the  policy 
will  follow  in  respect  to  the  ad- 
mission of  Negroes  and  to  their 
treatment  after  they  are  enrolled 
as  students. 

president  Roscoe  Anderson,  voted 
to  admit  Negroes  to  the  Colum- 
bia divisions  of  the  University 
and  to  the  School  of  Mines  and 
Metallurgy  at  Rolla,  in  conformi- 
ty with  the  judgment  recently 
declared  in  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Cole  County,  Missouri. 

“And,  of  course,”  he  added,  “we 
agreed  that  every  Negro  student 
admitted  to  the  university  is  en- 
titled to  receive  and  shall  re- 
ceive the  same  treatment  accord- 
ed students  of  other  races. 

“This  shall  apply  to  the  seat- 
ing of  students  in  the  classroom, 
library,  cafeteria,  athletic  events, 
and  concerts;  to  the  University’s 
control  over  the  use  by  students 
of  space  in  dormitories,  hospital, 
or  other  University  facilities; 
and  to  any  control  by  the  Uni- 
versity over  the  participation  by 
students  in  athletics,  debates, 
band,  glee  club,  dramatics,  social 
events,  and  other  University- 
sponsored  student  activities.” 
Anderson  said  that  Negro  stu- 
dents admitted  to  the  university 
shall  be  eligible,  on  the  same 
basis  as  students  of  other  races, 
for  scholarships,  student  loans, 
and  employment  payable  from 
state  appropriations  for  student 
labor. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Cura- 
tors, he  said,  that  the  State  of 
Missouri  is  not  obligated  to  pro- 
vide education  for  Negroes  who 
are  citizens  or  residents  of  other 
states  or  nations,  and  that  such 
applications  will  be  rejected.

Russian-Democracies  War  Seen 
During  Arts,  Science  Confab

Many  Europeans  believe  that  war  between  Russia  and  the 
democracies  is  unavoidable  and  will  probably  begin  about  1953, 
declared  Dr.  John  T.  Wahlquist,  Saturday  at  a general  meeting  of 
the  Utah  Academy  of  Sciences,  Arts,  and  Letters,  held  in  the  BYU 
Physical  Science  building. 

Dr.  Wahlquist,  dean  of  education  at  the  University  of  Utah, 
stated  that  France,  Italy,  Belgium,  and  probably  the  Scandinavian 
countries  would  be  unwilling  to  fight  in  case  of  war,  and  that 
public  opinion  in  Italy  is  becoming  increasingly  bitter  against  the 
United  States.

Playing  in  spurts,  BYU  turned  back  a hepped-up  and  die-hard 
challenger  in  the  Fort  Hood  Tankers  from  Texas,  Saturday  afternoon 
in  Provo  to  win  their  season  finale  28-14. 

The  turnout  to  welcome  home  many  former  BYU  players  who 
were  members  of  the  Fort  Hood  squad,  and  also  to  help  in  the  field- 
house  fund  drive,  the  main  objective  of  the  game,  was  sadly  dis- 
appointing. Only  about  1500  of  the  faithful  enjoyed  the  excellently 


played  game  in  ideal  football 
weather. 

Tanker  players  who  were  ex- 
pected to  be  on  the  present  Cou- 
gar football  team  before  they 
were  called  up  by  their  National 
Guard  unit  during  the  summer 
were  Verl  Duerden,  Cecil  Lloyd, 
Elmo  Roundy,  Tony  Christopulos, 
Dave  Lindstrom,  Arnold  Weid- 
auer,  and  Don  Latimer. 

The  Army  boys  made  a very 
creditable  showing  but  lacked  the 
over-all  polish  of  the  Cougars. 
Yes,  and  the  Tankers  were  even 
out  manpowered,  quite  an  un- 
usual advantage  for  the  Cougars 
to  enjoy. 

Fort  Hood  scored  first  when 
end,  Napoleon  Fluellen  inter- 
cepted a BYU  pass  and  uncon- 
sciously ran  it  25  yards  in  the 
wrong  direction  before  his  fran- 
tic teammates  could  convince  him 
that  it  would  be  more  profitable 
to  reverse  his  direction.  He  got 
nowhere  in  the  right  direction 
and  was  sprawled  on  the  Tanker 
45  yard  line. 

But  with  their  noses  in  the 
right  direction,  Elmo  Roundy  and

Chicago’s  Hutchins 
Attacks  Schools 
For  ‘Handcuffing’ 

New  York,  (INS) — Chancellor 
Robert  M.  Hutchins  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago  declared  last 
night  that  American  universities 
are  handcuffing  their  faculties  be- 
cause the  schools  are  too  re- 
sponsive to  “public  whims.” 

Dr.  Hutchins  assailed  propos- 
als for  professors  to  take  special 
oaths  of  loyalty  as  “impractical 
and  dangerous”  and  declared  that 
“everywhere  in  the  United  States” 
university  professors  are  being 
silenced  by  the  general  atmos- 
phere of  repression  that  now  pre- 
vails.” 

He  added: 

“We  are  just  emerging  from 
an  era  in  which  a school  teacher 
could  lose  her  job  by  smoking, 
dancing  or  using  cosmetics.  We 
should  avoid  entering  one  in 
which  a professor  can  lose  his 
post  and  reputation  by  holding 
views  of  politics,  economics  or 
international  relations  that  are 
not’ acceptable  to  the  majority.”
